O utsider*, R e f us e d lo iue n xlo n s , 
O f f lin e to 
R atify t lie l i e f ou t A g r e e m e n t . 


CHICAGO, 
April 9 .—T h o story is cir­ 
culated here that the Spirits Distilling 
association has been disrupted by the 
withdrawal of four of the largest distill­ 
eries in the country. 
If the disruption is 
true it will probably result in sharp com­ 
petition in prices and probably prove 
fatal to the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
comp my. 
The story, however, 
is not 
generally believed, and was emphatically 
denied at Receiver McNulta’s office. 
Liter Information is that representa­ 
tives of 
fou r big Peoria distilleries, after 
a long conference with Receiver McNulta 
and representatives of 
the reorganiza­ 
tion committee, demanded a concession 
which was refused. 
They then gave in­ 
formal notice that they would not ratify 
the agreement made with the American 
Distributing company. 
Their action is 
equivalent to w ithdrawal from the Spirits 
Distilling associat i» m.
